COMMEMORATED BY 
PHOTOGRAPH GIFT 


HEADQUARTERS HOTEL BURNED 
IN 1882, PICTURED IN GIFT 
TO SOCIETY 


Henry I. Cohen, president of the 
Crow Wing Historical Society, counted 
among the society’s 
interesting and 
valuable exhibits today a photograph 
of the Headquarters hotel, erected In 
1871 by the Northern Pacific Railway 
Co., and destroyed by fire Dec. 12, 1882. 
The hotel was associated with the 
early history of Brainerd and Crow 
Wing county. Pioneers stepped from 
coaches pulled by wood burning en­ 
gines to the platform which served as 
the porch of the hotel. One of these 
early model steam engines is pictured 
in the photograph. Some of the dis­ 
trict’s pioneers are shown in the pic­ 
ture grouped about the platform of 
the hotel. None of the persons could 
be recognized because of fading of the 
picture by time. 
The hotel served a double duty of 
hostelry and passenger depot. It was 
located easterly from the present de­ 
pot immediately west of the present 
location of Sixth street. Large pine 
trees bordered the sides and rear of 
the hotel.

The photograph was presented to 
the society by E. W. Nelson, having 
hung for years bn the wall of the of­ 
fice of the former Hagberg Implement 
Co., South 7th street. The photograph 
was evidently otyned by the late Chas. 
E. Peabody, one of the pioneer resi­ 
dents who sold out to the Hagberg Im­ 
plement Co.
